C O -O PERATIVE IN SU R A N CE 


It Ha* W orked 8uor***fnlljr In G erm any 
sin c e I ait rod need. 
The official fig u res of the w orking in 
G erm any for the year past of the system 
of compulsory co-operative 
insurance 
have made their appearance, and they 
show the num ber of persons so insured 
to have bern 18,3811,000, 
of 
whom 
8.400,000 were employees in shops cr 
factories, Iii,KOO,OOO were agricultural 
laborers aud 000,000 were employees 


of the state. 
The num ber of accidents 
to the insured was 74,807, cif which 
0,448 term inated fatally. 
The expense 
of the co-oi»erative system during the 
year was 67,000,000 marks, or |1 3 ,- 
400,000. 
Whether on account of the growth of 
the m anufacturing 
industries or for 
some other reason, the number of acci­ 
dental deaths in a year is larger in Ger­ 
many than in uny Other country iii Ko* 
rope, and presumably, though there are 
no authentic figures in connection With 
the matter, the number of accidents not 
resulting fatally is larger in Germany 
than in any other European country too. 
Under the German system a w orking­ 
man who pays the equivalent of 40 
cents a week for three years, if he be­ 
gins before the age of KO, receives on 
attaining the age of 66 the sum of |7 7 . 
The German compulsory insurance 
system divides the annual premium into 
three equal parts — one paid by the 
workingman, one by his em ployer and 
one by the state. 
In other countries in 
which efforts have been made to estab­ 
lish the system of co-operative accident 
insurance the returns have not been so 
favorable as in Germany. 
In France, 
for instance, where the number of em ­ 
ployees in factories is large, though not 
so large as in Germany, the total re 
ceipts from premiums from accident in 
snrauce policies last year were ouly 
about one-quarter of the sum realized in 
Germ any.—Chicago Tnbuue.

Farmers are going for m iles to ae** at 
work the biggest graiu harvester in the 
world on Roberts islam!, in the San 
Joaquin river, near Stockton, Cal. The 
machine turns out three 60 pound sacks 
of wheat every minute. 
The m achiue 
has a catting line of 62 feet, and it also 
thrashes sud sacks the grain. 
In one 
run around a 4,000 acre field it w ill 
turn out huudreda of sacks of wheat 
ready for market. 
The cost of harvesting has beeu re­ 
duced to a m inim um by this machiue, 
aud the number of days consumed in 
getting a large field ready for market 
w ill be about, half that of the regular 
harvester. 
Eight or ten men handle it 
easily w hile it is turning out from 
1,600 to 1,800 8HCSH a day of ten hours 
aud sweeping IOO acres of graiu clean. 
At present it is workiug iu the heav­ 
iest wheat ever grow n in this country. 
The grain on the islands has always 
been tall aud of rank growth, but this 
year it was much heavier than in past 
seasons. 
No difficulty has beeu experi­ 
enced in harvesting, as the traction en­ 
gine, which w as built especially for the 
machine, pushes it through the thick 
grain with about the same ease that an 
ordinary engine would draw a wagon 
over a country road.— New York Sun.

KANGAROO HUNTING 


R i l li n g to H o u n d * A f t e r t h e N i m b l e U n i t e * 
In A u stralia. 
There are two Ways of hun? iug kanga 
roo* iii A ustralia—one Ii lh \\« <s by na 
tive hunters aud the nth* r by white 
teem. 
The natives ,-ui I* and a held nt 
rile anim als, narrow the* ire! and them, 
when the kangaroos liar Ii at I hem in 
wild efforts to escape, kill them w ith 
short spears audolul s, < • antlion >y call* ti 
waddk s. It is Ii vt Iv work for rh native. 
The kangaroo uses its hind legs viciously 
and w ith great judgment, and dogs, 
horses and men have been torn open by 
the nails of its hind feet. 
The w hite men prefer to follow’ the 
kangaroos w ith dogs. 
Every herd of 
kangaroos has a leader, known as the 
old man, or boomer, which warns its 
followers of the approach of danger by 
stam ping the ground w ith its hind foot, 
m aking a booming sound that starts ull 
the kangaroos in hearing on a run. 
A 
seared herd w ill nm 20 or 30 miles at 
times, or until it reaches safety. 
A 
male weighs from IOO to 175 pounds 
and is 7 or 8 feet long. 
The English 
make up parties of hunters and follow 
the kangaroo w ith dogs somewhat like 
foxhounds, 
but of greater size aud 
strength. 
Women aud men join in tile 
sport, riding to the hounds on good 
horses. 
“ R iding to the place where a herd of 
the beasts had been seen the day before 
by bushm en,” a Sportsm en’s Magazine 
w riter says, ‘‘we cam e to the bush, a 
growth of ubiquitous ti trees and tree 
ferns, fit to brush one off his horse. 
Quiet was the word of caution passed 
when w e came neur the sparsely grown 
ground beyond the hush where the kan­ 
garoos had been seen. 
The dogs were 
called in, and then we rode from the 
bush into view of the herd’s sentinel, 
aud then aw ay went the kangaroos, fol­ 
lowed by the dogs, and we were at the 
tail tips of the dogs.

could not run; but, folding their forelegs 
across their breasts, they sat dow n. 
Then, w’ith tail and hind legs, away 
they went bv hops, no hop being less 
than 20 feet long and others being more 
than 30 feet.

De­ 
servedly si), There is nothing that lends 
itself so easily to the requ ii entente of 
both utility and art. Besides, it has an 
ancient and respectable history, 
j 
Germany in the fifteenth century pro­ 
duced much wrought iron work of a 
rather special character, such as the 
grave crosses and sepulchral monuments 
to be seen in the’ cemeteries of N urem ­ 
berg. 
Iron was also employed for well 
canopies, such as that at Antwerp a t­ 
tributed to Quentin Matsys. Originally 
a blacksmith from Louvain, he came to 
Antwerp to seek his fortune. 
There, as 
the story goes, he fell in love w ith the 
daughter of a painter, and, to propitiate 
the daughter as well as her father, ex­ 
changed the anvil for the painter’s pa­ 
lette, and before his death, in 1531, he 
was successful in helping to raise the 
school of Antwerp to a celebrity equal 
to that of the schools of Bruges and 
Ghent. 
Ironwork was extensively produced 
at Augsburg under the fostering care 
of the Fugger family, taking the shape 
of brackets projecting from the walls 
and grills ov*-r fanlights or in a balcony. 
Grotesque knockers arc also common in 
Nuremberg. K* vs were sometimes elab­ 
orately decorated, and the part which 
is now a common ring was once occupied 
by little figures in full relief, w ith coats 
of arm s and the like. The French revo­ 
lution w as th*3 cause of much splendid j 
ironw’ork being destroyed, when, 
in , 
1793, certain provinces had to gather J 
together every available piece of iron 
to transform into pikes and other weap- I 
ons.— New York Herald.

Serious opposition to postal savings 
banks, if there shall be any, is most 
likely to come largely from the old line 
states’ right Democrats of the south, 
who are opposed to any extension of the 
functions of the general government. 
This opposition will be weakened much, 
however, by virtue of the fact that the 
south is the section of the country 
which, along w ith the central west, the 
west and the northwest, would be es­ 
pecially benefited by the establishment 
of postal savings banks. The spokesman 
for the Democrats of this class is Rep­ 
resentative 
Bailey of Texas. 
When 
asked his opmiou of postal savings 
banks recently, Mr. Bailey bad no hesi­ 
tation in saying he did not believe in 
them. 
Evidently he had not given 
much thought to postal savings hanks, 
but he imm ediately classed them in his 
mind w ith other institutions to which 
he was opposed. 
“ It would be a good 
thing, doubtless,” he said, “ for the 
government to take charge of my sav­ 
ings. It wonld also be a good thing for 
the government to grind my corn and 
do many other things w’hicb I believe 
the government, aud especially the fed­ 
eral government, ought not to under­ 
take. 
I hold to the idea th at that gov­ 
ernm ent is best which governs least.” 
The northern Democrats do not seem 
to take the same view of this subject as 
does Mr. Bailey of Texas. Congressman 
Seizer of New York, one of the most 
enthusiastic supporters of Bryan in that 
state last fall, says he believes in postal 
savings banks and that most of the Dem­ 
ocrats wonld vote for their establish­ 
m ent 
Mr. Sulzer said, however, that 
there was no hope of getting a postal 
savings bank system from this congress 
because the Republicans would oppose 
it. W. H. Hinrichsen, the widely known 
silver champion and Democratic politi­ 
cian of Illinois, favors postal savings 
banks. 
So does Congressman Campbell 
of Hamilton county, formerly a member 
of the Illinois state senate. 
Senator 
Roach of North Dakota is another Demo­ 
crat who is a believer in postal savings 
banks. He thinks they would be appre­ 
ciated very much by the farmers of the 
northwest. 
Congressman Loud of California, who 
for several years past has been chairman 
of the house committee on postoffice® 
and post roads, is not inclined to look 
with favor on the proposition to use j 
the postoffice for the collection and safe I 
keeping of small deposits. 
He says the 
government cannot do anything so well 
as private individuals, and he believes 
in restricting it ae mach at possible.
